THE SWEATING 8Y6TEM. 

The Select Committee on the Sweating System 
bas issued its frat report, showing a deplora- 
bie state of things. In the opinion of the com- 
mittee the evidence already taken proves the 
existence of grave evils connected with 
‘‘sweating,’’ or, in other words, farming out 
work to seamstresses, boot- makers and others 
by middlemen. The committee asks to have 
the scope of ite inquiries extended. 

THE COMMISSION ON PILOTAGBR. 

The Commission on Pilotage has also re- 
ported. It recommends that certificates should 
continue to be granted to aliens as well as En- 
glishmen, and that pilots have the right to 
appeal from the decision of pilotage boards 
to a county court judge or magistrate. 

WASHINGTON’S PEDIGRER. 

The question of Washington’s pedigree 
again crops up, the Standard having opened 
its columns to correspondence on the subject. 
AD anonymous writer says he spent several 
years almost daily with Col. Chester, and is, 
therefore, able to state confidently that his 
final opinion was that the home of the Wash- 
ington family would turn out to have been in 
North Lancashire or Westmoreland District.

Another correspondent, 
named Scothburn, says it is not unlikely John 
Washington was born at South Cave. He 
gives some genealogical particulars, which, 
however, neither confirm nor disprove the 
statement.

THE BUSH FIRES. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, August 4.— Bush fires are 
devastating the country in every direction 
and the loss wil! beterrible. What is known 
as Stewarton Bush, adjoining this city, is now 
on fire and hundreds of citizens have gone out 
to preventthe flames crossing the city limits. 
A volunteer brigade has been formed to assist 
in fighting the flames. Word has just 
reached here that Eureka, a small vil- 
lage containing some fifty houses 
and stores and a large steam saw 
mill, balf a mile away, has been swept 
out Of existence. The houses were mostly oc- 
cupied by mill hands, who lest everything, 
many of thew barely eseuping with their lives. 
Around Pembroke the whole country is re- 

orted to be in flames, and settlers are crowd- 

ng towu:d the banks ‘of the river for refuge. 
Several of the most valuable timber limits on 
the Ottawa River have already been destroyed, 
and unless rain comes soon many of the 
wealthiest lumber dealers will be ruined. The 
fires are the most severe that ever visited this 
section. 

THE GRASSHOPPER RAVAGES. 

Reports of terrible ravages caused by grass- 
hoppers in the surrounding districts are daily 
reachinu Ottawa. Farmers complain very 
much of the depredatiins caused by these in- 
sects.

CREMATED ALIVE. 


THE BURNING OF A CROWDED TENEMENT 
IN NEW YORE CITY. 


Over Twenty Persons Perish in the Flame 
A Horrible and Destructive Fire—Thous- 
ands Witness the Holecaust Unable te 
Save the Victims in the Burning Build- 
ing—Twenty Bodies Recovered From the 

. Ruins. 


New York, August 4.—Yesterday afternoon 
about 4:15 o’clock flre broke out on the lower 
floors of the six-story brick tenement in the 
rear of No. 197 Bowery. The building was 
situated directly in the middle of the block, 
the only entrance being a narrow alley way 
from the Bowery. Oa one side it was hemmed 
in by a four-story building, and adjoining it 
Harry Miner’s People’s Theater, on the otner 
two sides were tall brick buildings used for 
miscellaneous purposes. 

The tenement was occupied dy about 150 
people, one family occupying each floor, the 
head of the family taking in work for cheap 
tailor shops and employing a dozen or more 
men, women and children as helpers. They 
were all Polish Jews, and employes and em- 
ployer living and working in the crowded 
rooms. 

The fire started on the first floor and in an 
incredibly brief time had spread to the stair- 
ways, making escape impossible. Alarm 
after alarm was sent in for police fire depart- 
ment and ambulances, all of which answered 
promptly. 

A FEARFUL PANIC. 

Many of the inmates of the building rushed 
down the burning stairs, their clothes masses 
of flame. The panic was fearful. Every un- 
fortunate in the flaming building had lost all 
preseace of mind, and they could be seen run- 
ning from window to window in agonies of 
terror. All escape by means of the iron lad- 
ders on the outside of the building was im- 
possible, as the fire from the lower 
windows enveloped them completely. Goaded 
on by the intense heat, men and women threw 


themselves from the windows to the ground 

low. Shortly after the flames broke out an 
employe of the theater went eut on the roof 
and stretched a ladder across to a 
window of the tenemeat at which a woman 
had been seen with her clothing and 
hair aplaze. The man called to ber to cross the 
ladder and escape, but she called back that 
she could not go without her two children. A 
futile attempt was made to reach her, and 
after the flames had been subdued sbe was 
found dead beside the charred remains of her 
two children.

THE BRITISH MINISTER’S APPLICATION TO 
GOV, MOREHOUSE FOR A RESPITE. 


Full Text of the Letters Written by Secretary

Circuit Attorney Clover Discusses the Max- 
well Case—John I, Martin's Views. 


The more I think over this new move in 
the Maxweil case the more convinced I be- 
come that Gov. Morehouse will not inter- 
fere,’’ remarked Circuit Attorney Clover this 
morning. ‘‘If the telegram from Washington 


published in yesterday’s Posr-DIsrATORH is 
correct the whole — amounts to nothing at 
all. It is merely a petition of some people in 
England in Maxwell’s behalf, and tue Gov- 
ernvr bus already given his answer to these 
petitioners, If this is all there is to the 
move I don’t think here is * about 
Gov. Morehouse ignoring it. ven if it is a 
request from the English Government for a 
respite lcan. see no reason why it should be 
ranted and do not think it will. Six werks is 
be usual time for aman to we is England 
after committing a murder, and Maxwell has 
been given three yearsin which to prove his 
innocence. In England thelaw is much more 
rigid than in this country and a defendant is 
not given anythin like the same 
chance for his life. Maxwell com- 
A about having had no show 
ere and no justice, whereas he nas had infin- 
itely more than be would receive in his own 
country, and he well knows it. Gov. More- 
house has already granted him a respite of 
four weeks, and there is no occasion for any 
further gubernatorial interference. Suppose 
the English Government has made a request 
for a respite, there is no cause why it should 
be granted. The elaim that it should be done 
through courtesy has nothing to back it. 
What courtesy did — show to Amer- 
ica in the case o O'Donnell who 
was convicted for killing Carey, the Irish in- 
former. There the request for a respite was 
not made merely bya government official but 
was made in accordance with a reselution 
passed by Congress. And what did England 
do? Theytold us very plainly that it was 
none of our business, although it was claimed 
that O’ Donnell was an Amefican citizen. That 
Government could show no mercy to any one 
who favored the Irish cause no matter 
who made the request. O’Donnell was rail- 
roaded to the soaffold as all Irish political 
offenders are. Their trials are mere mock- 
eries. I am told, too, that England refused 
some few years ago to heed a request made 
by our Government for a respite ip the case of 
a Dr. Lampson, who murdered his wife. 
Lampson claimed to be an American citizen. 
I do not know positively about thie case, 
however, but in any event the action of 
Great Britain in the O’ Donnell case wipes out 
all claims they may have possessed for 
courtesy at the hands of this country, II I 
mistake not the man, Gov. Morehouse 
will hurl this snub back at them 
and his action will be commended 
by all patriotic citizens. I see that the impu- 
dence of Englandin making the request has 
aroused the indignation of the Irish American 
citizens of Chicago, It is natural that it 
should, Why is not an Irish-American in En- 
gland entitled to the same justice an English- 
man isin America’ The people of German 
are not pétitioning for arespite for Landgraf. 
Poor and friendless he can be hurried to his 
death, but an Englishman who has committed 
a deed tenfold as black must be saved at all 
hazards. I am convinced that Gov. More. 
house will do nothing further in the case and 
that Maxwell will be hanged next Friday.’’

The statement that the English Govern- 
ment has made no request on our Govern- 
ment, but has merely aided forwarding a pe- 
tition got up in Englandin Maxwell’s behalf, 
is evidently a mistake,’’ remarked John J. 

A request has undoubtedly been 
made by Minister West for a respite, and he 
has made it in accordance with instruc- 
tions from bis The British 
Government want to satisfy themselves 
whether one of their subjects has been 
unfairly treated by the judiciary of our coun- 
try ashas been charged.

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Testing an Improvement in the Dumping of 


The Harbor Commissioner will try a new 
experiment on Monday which will prob- 
ably result in an entire change in regard to 
the arrangements for dumping into the river 
in front of the city. The experiment 
will be a practical test of the 
pian for carrying the refuse into the middle of 
the river, where the current is strong enough 
to bear it away immediately, instead of allow- 
ing it to stand and stagnate all along the 
river front, emitting malorious gases of a very 
harmful nature. At present all the slops end 
other refuse except the street sweepings are 
dumped from stationary Wharf - boats 
along the bank into the river. The conse- 
quence is that the refuse collects along the 
shore where the water is quiet and accumu- 
jates wherever there is an obstruction either 
inthe shape of the boat or building, As the 
water during the hot months reeedes, this 
collection of noxious and putrefying matter 
is left exposed on the Levee to the 
effects of the sun where it re mains at 
times for days before the harbor boat can get 
around to wash it away. The most simple and 
effective substitute for the present system is 
the one used for disposing of the street sweep- 
ing. All the dirt collected on the streets is 
hauled in carts to the dump-boats, which are 
fixed with gates and bottoms that 
are operated with cranks, 0 as to 
allow them to be opened and closed 
at will. When the boat is filled with rubbish 
the tugboat ie signaled and the dumpboat is 
pulled out into mid-stream, where the gates 
are thrown open and the water allowed to 
carry the dirt away. One of these boats will 
be used on Monday to receive the 
miscellaneous refuse from ell sources and 
the test carefully made, The ex 
pense of the new system will be 
very little greater than that of the existing 
one. . The total expense for the first year is es- 
timated at $18,600, and the cost of one year of 
the old system was $14,041, not including 8. 
613 expended at one time ia removing the ac 
cumulated rubbish about the Merchants’ Ele- 
vator, where it had lodged after being thrown 
fromone of the river dumps. The estimate 
of cost includes the buying of the necessary 
new boats, hirfng of watchmen and superin- 
tendepts, towing and all other details con- 
nected with the system. About six boats will 
be uired to dispose of the city’s refuse, and 
each one will have to make about four trips 
adayto the middle of the river. The extra 
facilities in the way of dumps being at 
shorter intervals will undoubtedly make a re- 
duction worthy of consideration in both the 
slop and street sweeping contracts, besides 
making matters more satisfactory for the 
firms who pay the city about $100,000 a year for 
Wharf privileges.

FACTS ABOUT THE OHINESE ARX. 


It Is Getting Reroganized and Put Inte Fight- 
ing Condition—China’s Eye on Russia. 


From the St. James Gazette. 

Those who believe thatin not the remote 
future the Chinese Empire will prove a thorn 
in the side of Russia will find their views cor- 
roborated by an article in the current number 
of the Internationale Revue uber die Gesammien 
Armeen und Flotien, which treats of the latest 
reforms introduced into the Chinese army. 

Apartfrom the Chinese and Manchu mili 


tias, each province now possesses a regular 
army of enlisted troops under the immediate 
command of its Viceroy. Of these the best 
organized is the army of Pe-chi-li, which, in. 
structed by European officers, also well armed 
and clothed in uniform, serves as model for 
the others. What, however, conoerns us 
most in this oem is the reorganization of 
the army of Manchuria, which has recently 
been undertaken—partliy because China 
wishes to colonize thatrezion as a bulwark 
against Russia, and partly because she 
fears that Power as a dangerous rival in 
Corea. This reorganization was begun two 
years ago, Manchuria being divided into three 
districts, the united military strength of 
which is said to amount to from 250,000 to 300, - 
000 men. Of these, we are told, one-third are 
armed with breech-loaders, the remainder 
with old-fashioned firearms, bows, arrows, 
and lances, Thirty thousand are constantly 
under arms, the nucleus — composed of 
15,000 troops from the Pe-chi-li army, who 
— Nee disciplined after the European 
model. 

Kirin, the military center of Manchuria, 
ossesses an arsenal and watches the Russi«n 
rontier with detachments, which scour the 
country continually to clear it of banditt! and 
keep the roads open for postal communica- 
tion. The cavalry, formed into squadrons of 
Wo men, are armed with Winchester maga- 
gine rifles or Remington repeaters, and their 
horses, though small, are active and srrvice- 
able. They are described as bold riders, with 
thé usual ugly Asiatic seat; and, strange to 
say, they make no use of steel 
weapons—in some cases are not even pro- 
vided with them. Their formation is in 
single rank; their pace the walk or gallop, 
the trot being unknown. They attack in a 
swarm after fre and to the sound of trum- 
pets, the officers being in rear of their men. 
Target practice takes place in July and 
August, when 100 cartridges are expended 
by each man. Bad shots are punished, and 
at the autumnal inspection of the General 
commanding the best marksmen are re- 
warded with square silver medals; but, as the 
General’s dog is permitted to wear the same 
adornment, the distinction is not overfilat-

There is a regimental 
fund for providing remounts, but the soldiers 
do not willingly borrow from it, because the 
bamboo is too frequently employed to accel- 
erate repayment. 

Near the Kussian Ossuri frontier are sta- 
tioned eight battadions of Chinese infantry, 
each 500 strong, which are chiefly te — in 
the construction of fortifications. hese are 
rapidly springing up all over Manchuria, two 
of its towns, Kirin and Ningati, being de- 
fended by a girdle of detached forts, which 
are built on the European pattern, and in part 
provided with steel plates. The infantry re- 
andare armed with the ee re peat- 
ing rifle, which carries a bayonet like that of 
the French chassepot. New drill regulations, 
similar to the French, are being introduced; 
on parade the officers look on—merely inter- 
vening when the application of the stick seems 
necessary. The battalion is divided into four 
companies, whose chiefs hold the rank of 
Major; nevertheless, a Major-General is not 
un uently content to assume command of 
one ofthem. The officers make good the de- 
ficiency of their pay by defrauding their men. 
The soldier is often foreed to till his own land 
as a laborer for the profit of his officer. 

The officers are represented as wholly un- 
educated and dependent for promotion on 
the caprice of some magnate, for whom they 
are ready to perform the most menial offices. 
They undergo an examination prior to ap- 

ointment, which, however, consists chiefly 
n fencing (with one sword or two), wres- 
tling, etc. They spend their leisure on the 
divan, dicing, chattering, or picking the 

uitar. Mostof them are addicted to smok- 
ng opium, though the practice is forbidden. 
Deankenness is also common. The non-com- 
missioned officers are trained in a school at 
Kirin; but they are not better paid than the 
privates, their soie privilege being to adorn 
their hate with a brass button; butthe entire 
ack of menials belonginz toa General's es- 
ablishment assume the distinction asa mat- 
ter of course, wherefore it cannot be held in 
high estimation. The ammunition consumed 
by the troops in Manchuria is brought by sea 
from Tien-tsin; but it is proposed to erect 
powder milisin the province itself at Kirin 
and Tsitsikar. 

Articles in the Chinese press which appear 
from time to time afford ample proof that the 
dangers of Russian ession are beginning 
to be appreciated. e Chinese have aug- 
mented their ironclad fleets, are setting their 
military institutions on an efficient footing, 
and, What les quite as sianificent, have con- 
nected Pekin with Algun on the River Amoor 
by a line of telegraph.

Now Is the Time to Put It Up, and Here Are 
the Ways to Deo It. 


From Good Housekeeping. 

Early in July the good housekeeper begins 
to think of her jelly and jam. It is a great 
mistake to put off making currant jelly till the 
end of the season, for the best jelly is made 
of currants not perfectiy ripe. To keep a 
Itght color in jelly cafe should be take not to 
cook the sugar long, as this will darken the 
fruit and cause it to candy. Some persons 
are very successful in making currant jelly by 
merely heating the sugar im the oven, and 


after the juice has boiled twenty minutes add- 
ing the sugar and leaving it over the fire only 
until the sugar is thoroughly dissolved. This 
makes the jelly of a beautiful color and deli- 
eate flavor, but it is not usually so firm as 
that made by the common method of boiling 
twenty minutes before and ten minutes after 
the sugar is added. Do not ‘‘skimp’’ your 
sugar. A pound tothe pint is the only safe 


rule. 

The best jelly bag is made of new flannel. 
Take a square of flannel and fold it to make a 
double three-cornered piece; sew up one 
side; this leaves a large opening by which to 
put in the fruit, and tne juice will all run to 
the point, the weicht of the fruit pressing it 
out. Do not squeeze the bag. ery littie 
juice can be gained in that way, and what is 
will be of an inferior quality. It will not pay 
for the labor. 

Currant and apple jellies are the easiest to 
make, as they are surest to be firm. Apple 
* will help to harden jellies that ineline to 

ethin. Much of the jelly in the market is 
made from apple stock, with flavoring of 
various kinds to justify the labels attached. 
It would be well if nothing more harmiul 
were ever used. 

A delicious raspberry jelly may be made by 
usin “age of currants to « pint of rasp- 
berries. ok over the fruit, leaving the our - 
rante on the stem, but taking out all leaves. 
Mash the currants and put them over the fire 
to scald; then pour them bot into a bag. Take 
the juice that runs out at once and peur over 
the raspberries. Soald this and put it into an- 
other bag. Let both hang over night. In the 
morning measure the juice, patting currant 
and raspberry together, and weigh a pound of 
su to each pint of juice. Boll the juice 
weil before putting the sugar in. It must boll 
twenty minutes atleast. Add the suyar and 
boli twenty minutes longer; skim carefuliy. 
It the juice does not look clear the white of an 
eat may be added.

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In a day or two cut papers to fit 

; dip these in brandy, alcohol, 

or white of egg, and press them closely on 
top of the jelly. A ve old-fashioned 
method is to pour melted butter or clean 
mutton fat on top and let it harden. All 
jeliies und preserves should be so covered; 
inen, if mold appears, it ean easily be re 
moved without wasting the fruit. Finally, 
putthe covers on the glasse#, or cover with 
paper, pasting the edges down. 

It is impossible to give more than general 
rnles as to the best place for keeping fruit. 
Jellies and preserves will bear a warmer place 
than canned froit, but each housekeeper 
must decide by éxperience as to the best place 
in her own house. It should Be a dry. dark 
place, where the fruit can be easily watched. 

To make raspperry jam, weigh equal pro- 
portions of fruit and sugar, put the fruit in a 
preserving kettle with a little Currant juice, 
dne pintto six quarts of serries; mash the 
berries as they cock, using a silver or a 
wooden spoon. Let it cook well before add- 
ing the sugur, after which boil ten or fifteen 
minutes. 

While raspberries are in season no one 
should fail to make raspberry shrub to use for 
a summer drink. Pick over black raspberries ; 
if they need washing put them in a sieve and 
let water run through them, the less the bet- 
ter. Let them stand over night in a stone jar, 
covered with good cider vinegar. Next morn- 
ing mash them well and strain through a bag, 
not. your jelly bag, as the vinegar will injure 
it; measur~ the juice and add three-quarters 
of a pound of sugar to each pint; boll ten 
minutes and bottle when hot. For use, put a 
spoonful or two in a glass of water. his is 
one of the most useful preparations that can 
be kept in a house, not only as affording the 
most refreshing beverage, but being of singu- 
lar efficacy in complaints of the chest.

STRUCK BY A WATER-§POUT. 


Terrible Experience of the Schooner School- 
craft While off Cape Hatteras. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

No more distressing spectacle was ever wit- 
nessed on the river-front than that which was 
presented by the schooner Ida C. Schoolcraft 
yesterday as she lay at anchor in the Dela- 
ware River. She was pronounced by od sea- 
faring men to be as complete a wreck as was 
ever towed into this port. The vessel passed 
through a terrible experience in haying been 


deluged by a water-sp:ut, and during the try- 
ing ordeal J. F. Tillenden, the mate, was 
killed, and his body was afterwards buried at 


Bea. 
„We sailed from Darien, Ga., in the latter 
— of June for Philadelphla, said Capt. 
ooy, the master of the schooner, yesterday, 


in relating the thrilling adventure. We ſcar- 


pried an unusually heavy cargo of lumber that 
n 


ot only fillea the lower hold and ‘tween 
decks, but was stacked bigh on the upper 
deck. At the beginning of our voyage we 
could not have asked for finer weather. hen 
we had come within a short distance of Cape 
Hatteras the wind stiffened up constaerably 
and gave promise of just such weather as 
navigators usually expect to find in the Hat- 
teras Shoals. We were standing eff about 
eighty miles southeast of the cape when 
we sixhted a water-spout traveiling towards 
the southeast with terrific force. There was 
not a man aboard that did not understund the 
full meaning of the dread visitation, but sud- 
denly, before we had time even to collect our 
thoughts, we were at its mercy. In an in- 
stant almost the course of the huge dense col- 
umn of water was turnedinthe direction of 
our vessel. It kept ascending and descending 
like the movement ofatrip-hammer until it 
hurg suspended in the air directly over the 
schooner. As we stood there the immense vol- 
ume of water broke right over us with a ter- 
rific report, and comple \y engulfed us. The 
water fairly came down in seas, as though 
washed up from the ocean. It filled the cabin 
and deck-houses, and it was a miraculous 
thing that all hands did not perish. Around 
us as far as we could discern the sea boiled 
like a seething caldron. When the storm sub 
sided we found that our mainmast, nearly 
the entire fore and mizzen-masts,and, in faot, 
the whole upper rigging, a8 you Can see, nad 
been swept away by the terrific force of the 
bout. 

Capt. Booy said that the mate was stand - 
ing on the deckload when the storm struck the 
schooner, He was knoeked down to the deck, 
falling only afew feet, but the force of the 
blow was so great that when picked gp he 
wasdead. His body was consigned to the 
deep on the 8th of Jaly.

Such a man always finds fricads, and he was 
somewhat surprised ene day Dy an offer te go 
out and take charge efa railroad eontract in 
Kansas. It was his first. insight into the meth- 
ods which have resulted in adding suck an 
enormous railway mileage to that already 
existing in the United States. The offer 
made to our principals,’’ said he. was 
u ly a tempting one. The specu- 
lator had surveyed a route for a road which 
the people seemed to want. He had the prom- 
ise of right of way, gifts of land here and 
there, some township subseriptions to the 
stock, and he work up some ceunty sub- 
scriptions in aid of the road.

When 
the farce of a trial had ended he announced 
that ‘‘under the evidence he would be bound 
to convict Hale, but according to the law in 
the case the prisoner was not guilty and he 
therefore ordered his discharge. With un- 
blushing effrontery he then descended from 
the bench and congratulated the murderer on 
his acquittal. 

Excitement here runs high and the judge of 
tbe court comes in for his share of the deaun- 
ciation. It is not known just what steps wiil 
be taken by Burks’ relatives, but they swear 
Hale shall not vseape all punishment 
for his crime. Hale, as soon as discharged, 
took a crowd of ftriends and left for the 
ewamps, where he will stay until excitement 
dies out.

Why the Indians Will Not Agree to the 
Terms Proposed by the Government—His- 
tery of Sioux Treaties Since 1869—Row 
the Aborigines Were Robbed of Their 
Best Hunting-Ground—Apn Army Officer’s 
Brave but Fruitiess Stand—The Black 
Hills Treaty and Its Open Viclation—How 
the Indians Are Swindled—A shameful 
Account of Violence and Broken Faith. 


Martia Burieigh of Deadwood, Dak., who is 
at the Planters’, in conversation with a 
Post-DIsPpaTcH reporter said: There is a 
good deal of anxiety in Dakota and Montana 
as tothe result of the conference now going 
on with the Sioux at Standing Rock Agency. 
The people are most desirous of having the 
land held by the Indians opened up, as it is 
not only a splendid grazing and agricultural 
country, but is supposed to be rich in min- 
erals. The general impression, bowever, 
seems to be that the Indians will not consent 
to the opening of their reservation, and 
strange to say the frontiersmen are inclined 
to sustain them in this attitude, The old In- 
dian-hating days are over, now that the raid- 
ing has ceased, and the principles of right and 
justice are once more recog nized. 

A FAITHLESS GOVERNMENT. 

„e who took part in the Black Hills inva- 
sion of 1875 and 1876 are particularly inclined 
to appreciate the hesitancy displayed by the 
Indians in entering into any treaty with the 
Government, for experience has taught them 
that no treaty is strong enough in ite terms to 
bave any binding effect upon the United States 
authorities, I have made a study of the sub- 
ject, and can say without fear of successful 
contradiction that with the exception of the 
treaties relating to the Indian Territory not a 
promise made by the Government to the 
Indians has been kept twenty years, and 90 
per cent of them have been shamefully vio- 
lated within five. All tribes have suffered 
from these breaches of faith, but none so 
muck as the great Sioux Nation,or rather con- 
federation, and it would be strange indeed if 


they attached the smallest weight to the 
most solema pledges of the Government, for 
from first to last they have seen them disre - 
garded and violated inthe most open and 

areiaced fashion. My experience only goes 
back as far as i668, but even in that time 1 
have seen enough to justify mein asserting 
that the word of the United States Govern- 
ment, solemnity recorded in treaties, is heid 
80 value less as to render its forfeiture a matter 
neither of moment nor surprise. 

One of the most barefaced instances of vio- 
lation of faith occurred in 1869. A deputation 
had been sent to the Sioux to obtain the priv- 
Hege of constructing a wagon-road from Ft. 
Laramie north. The Indians were most un- 
Will ug to grant it, as it passed through the 
center of ove of their best hunting grounds. 
But after a long council it was az that the 
roed might be built in consideration of a large 
sum of money, and of the express stipulation 
that no other road should be built anywhere 
within the Sioux territories. 

AN OFFICER'S PROTEST. 

The working parties started out in May, 1870, 
under a strong guard. furnisbed by the mill- 
tary commander of the department, to whom 
a certified co copy of the treaty was sent for his

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WON ON A FOUL, 


A TEDIOUS FIGHT WHICH WOUND UP AT 
THREE IN THE MORNING. 


Nikirk and Tansey Bripg Off Their Much- 
Talked-of Fight, Which Proves More of a 
Walki:g Match Than a Mill—Vetails of 
the Combat—Sporiing Notes—Hase Halil 
News—Goss'p aud Chat. 


The fight between Joe Tansey of Tennessee 
and Harry Vikirk of Pittsburg, which has 
been looked forward to with great interest in 
sporting oircies, ecourred last night at the 
Daly Bros.’ place on Seventh street between 
Market and Chestnut. There were about forty 
people present, tickets having been sold at 
N. S0 ach. The fight was not a good one by 
any means, for,as a spectator aptly put it 
this morning, ‘‘neither one of the men seemed 
desirous of Boing any too much fighting.’’ 
The fight was awarded to Tansey by the ret 
eree in the twenty-third round oa a foul. 
There le no question but that Vikirk bad con- 
siderably the best of it and would have 
ultimately ‘knocked his opponent out 
if the fight had been continued, 
but he had been warned in the 
sixteenth and again in the nineteenth round 
against fouling bis opponent and the referee, 
when he coneulted bim the second time 
against illegitimate blows, stated that if the 
thing occurred again he would decide the 
fight against him. Hence in the twenty-third 
round when Vikirk struck the Tennessean a 
severe blow considerably below the belt there 
was nothing for the referee to do but to keep 
his word, and he did. 

When the men stepped into the ring they 
bad the appearance of being evenly matched. 


After Joe Ganey had been agreed on for 
referee and Hagh McManus and Charley 
Woods for time-keepers, the fighters donned 
three-ounce gloves and the fight began. 

In the rst round they begun «parring for an 
opening, but the round closed without a biow 
being struck. The second round was also 
very tame. 

In the third round the sparring became live- 
lier, but the wen still showed a disposition 
not to get too neur each other. 

In the thirteenth round lansey was awarded 
first blood on a blow which caused 
a Slight spiit in Vikirk’sjaw. Nota really et 
fective blow had been struck when the fif- 
tee th round ended, and, although the con- 
test was announced to te:minate at the finish 
oi that number of rounds, Reteree Joe Ganey 
ordered the fight to go on, stating that 
neither of the men had secured sufficient 
advantage to justify a decision in 
favor of either. The men were not 
anxious to continue the fight, but the specta- 
tors insisted on its cuntinuauce and made up 
an 6xXtra purse of about $20. 

With this additional incentive to fight it out 
the men caine up for the sixteenth round. 
Tansey made an effort to knock Vikirk out in 
this round, and did give him some severe pun- 
isument. Inthe seventernth, elxhteenth and 
nineteenth ruunds Vikirk had his revenge, 
getting iu some good blows. The twentiath, 
twenty-first and twenty-second reunds were 
not particularly interesting. In the twenty- 
third the fighters commenced determinedly, 
and during a sharp and guick encounter Vi- 
kirk fouled Tansey and the tight was awarded 
to the latter. The termination was a 
disappointment to the spectators 
and Vikirk was all broken up by it. He bad 
counted on winning and using the money he 
received to go back to hie home in Pittsbarg, 
und when the referee announced bis decision 
the Pittsburcer almost cried. During the 
fight an incident occurred which created con- 
siderable excitement. 

In the nineteenth round a noise was heard in 
the alley and it was feared that the police were 
ubout to make a raid. Dun Daly sent a man 
out to see what the noise meant and the fii. ht - 
ers jumped over the ropes and bur- 
ried down into the cellar. The 
spectators also endeavored to escape 
by the front way, but were counseled 
to retain their seats as the police could not 
tuke them into custody. ob Farrell and 
Hugh Huley then sprang into the ring, put on 
large gioves and begun tosparto throw the 
police off their guard in cuse they should 
enter. The courier returned in a few min- 
utes, however, and restored quiet and ease of 
mind by announcing thatthe noise bad been 
caused a street eweeper. 

When the fighters came up out ot the cellar 
and resamed work — struck Nikirk a blow 
in the face that scratched bim badly, anu vi- 
kirk accused him ot having put sand on his 
gloves whiie in the cellar. his Tansey de- 
nied, saying that if he had — sand on his 
gioves he got it on them accidentally while 
groping in the dark. Tansey then brushed his 
gloves and nothing more was sald about the 
matter. 

The mill was not concluded until about 8 
o'clock this morning, and the spectators very 
weary, having sat through twenty-three tire- 
some ronuds, during which there was not even 
a single knock-down by way of diversion from 
the monotonous fighting, wended their way 
bomewards. 

The fighters show but little signs of having en- 
gawedina prize fight of twenty-three rounds’ 
duration. both bave black eyes. Tansey bas 
a ewollen lip and Vikirk afew scratches.
